(■lands  to  this  country,  welcomed  try  our 
government  as  a  uation'e  guest,  received 
with  honors  in  every  city,  ie  not  *o  re¬ 
markable  In  Itself,  as  in  the  tact  that  it 
revive*  the  memory  of  tbe  moat  extraor¬ 
dinary  event  in  this  annals  ol  modern  re¬ 
ligious  movements. 

The  islands  were  discovered  by  Captain 
Cook  in  1778.  Their  religion  included 
human  aaorifict-s,  and  cannibalism  wAs 
their  habjt  of  life.  In  the  year  1818  the 
King  abolished  the  pagan  rites  of  blood, 
tnd  destroyed  the  idel*  and  temple*. 

October  23,  1819,  and  before  this  aboli¬ 
tion  of  idolatry  waa  heard  of  in  this  or  any 
other  Christian  land,  the  first  company  of 
lui-sionarian  sailed  from  Boston  for  the 
Handwich  Island*.  They  arrived  April  4, 
1820,  and  were  welcomed  by  the  King  and.

Ilia  Majesty,  the  King  of 
the  Sandwich  Islands,  received  at  his  hotel 
Senator  Washburn,  ot  Massachusetts,  who, 
with  Nenator  Buckingham,  of  Connecticut, 
was  appointed  m  committee  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Board  trt  present  an  address  from  the 
Prudential  Committee.

Aud 
uet  sot  the  city,  which  Was  one*  the  resi¬ 
dence  a i  one  of  Europe'*  must  brilliant 
court*,  have  some  •  harm  still  left. 

There  h*d  Tasso  tl^ed,  agd  loved,  and 
suffered.  There  Ariusta  had  won  his 
crown  of  laurels,  and  bowed  to  the  ap¬ 
plause  of  Italy.  Wa*  It  uot  also  connected 
with  oa/  of  the  direst  tragedies  that  the 
romancer  can  find  f  It  wa*  here  that  the 
inttreetufg,  but  guilty  couple,  Ugo  and 
Parisian,  m~t  their  cruel  fate.* 

Aa  we  drew  up  to  the  station  of  Fetrara, 
w*  had  to  aak  twice  if  that  was  our  dcati- 
nation,  for  no  city  iu*t  oar  expectant  eyes. 
There  waa,  to  be  sure,  in  the  distance 
something  which  might  be  taken  for  a  set¬ 
tlement,  but  no  siga*  of  an  active  city 
Murray  (had  said)  to  lodge  at  the  Albrrpo 
doll  fferepe,  which,  he  assured  hi*  readers, 
had  “clean  bed  rooms"  ;  he  did  not  say 
“  bed*,"-  anil  well  for  hta  reputation  that 
he  did  not,  W#  were  a  little  surprised  lo 
flod  that  w*  were  the  only  arrivels;  true, 
our  authority  (still  Murray)  had  told  us  that 
Ferrara  was  much  neglected  by  traveler*  ;
